Several lives were imperiled in 
a fire early Monday, in which a 
small. boy, trapped by flames, lowered 
his pet dog to safety on a rope of 
sheets, a fireman risked his life to save 
a mother and her children and a wom- 
&n and her son were ovecome guiding 
cows and horses from a burning shed. 

The fire sprea to a dwelling occupied 
by John IL. Yates, his wife and five 
children, and Chai.es O. Schow and 
family at 5715 Manchester avenue. 

The fire started at 12:17 a. m. in hay 

siored in the stable. Mrs. Yates was 
awakened by the roar of flames and the 
bellewing of terrified cattle and aroused 
the Schows, who lived downstairs, by 
stamping on the fleor. 
* Thé only stairway from the top floor 
“yas in the rear, about three feet from 
the stable. The stairs were already 
afire when Mrs. Yates, with her chil- 
dren, barefooted and in night clothes, 
attempted to descend. The children are 
Paul, 2 years old; Laura, 13; John, 4; 
‘Willie, 10, and Lee, 16. 

The ‘mother and her children shrank 
from the flaming stairway, but Pipe- 
man R. J. Tibe climbed up to them and 
encouraged t 2m to descend. He 
wrapped little John in his rubber coat 
and, carrying Willie on one arm, ran 
down the stairs, which already were 
nearly crumbling. He returned and as- 
s'sted Mrs. Yates, who carried the baby 
in one arm. The soles of her feet were 
scorched on the stairs. Tibe contirually 
slapped out spurts ef fire that caught 
her nightdress on their descent. 


Overcome Rescuing Stock. 
At last the fireman carried Laura 
Aaowh, ‘Just as they reached the bet- 
tom. the stairs collapsed, leaving Yates 
and his son Lee cut off in the upper 
story. 

The boy took two sheets, knotted them 
into a rope, tiled one end about the body 
ef his little pet dog Topsy and lewered 
her to safety.

These rescues were made by the ginre 
of the headlights cf 50 automobiles at 
They stood in a circle about 
the burning House and turned their 
acetylene lamps on it. 


In the meantime, Mr. and Mrs Schow, 
returning again and again into the 
furnace-like barn, “escued 13 cows, two 
horses, a Shetland pony. Seven cows 
were burned to death. Mrs. Schow re- 
turning to the rescue of a favorite milk 
cow, was overcome by smoke and 
dragged out by her husband with her 
hair singed and her face burned. Their 
son, Willie, 17 years old, rushed in to 
Save his Shetland pony and was 
dragzsed out unconscious by his father. 

The fire spread to a two-story frame 
ftorehouse at 5709 Manchester avenue, 
which was filled with baled hay. The 
firemen worked hard to drag out the 
hay before the fire reached it. In the 
morning the stres! was piled with hay 
like in a market. The storehouse was

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MERCHANTS WIN 
COURT DECISION 
INV LICENSE CASE 


City Has No Authority to Ar- 
bitrarily Increase Business 
Returns. 


LARGE SUM INVOLVED 





Four Big Wholesale Houses 
Carried Their Contention 
to Supreme Court.

The Supreme Court decided Monday 
that neither the License Collector of St. 
Louis nor the License Board of Revision 
has authority to arbitrarily increase 
the returns on which merchants are re- 
quired to pay license taxes. The decis- 
ion was rendered in the case of the 
Carleton Dry Goods Co., the Rice-Stix 
Dry Goods Co,, the Ely & Walker Dry 
Goods Co. and the Hargadine-McKit- 
trick Dry Goods Co. against License 
Collector Alt and the Board of Revision. 

The court issued a writ of mandamus 
compelling the License Collector to issue 
a license to these companies to do a 
wholesale dry goods business in = St. 
Louls. The city will lose $21,000 in rev, 
enue by the decision. 

The License Board of Revision, of 
which Attorney Frank H. Braden was 
chairman, raised the returns of the 
wholesale merchants. They refused to 
pay on the returns as fixed by the 
board. License Cellector Alt in turn re- 
fused to issue licenses to them. The 
merchants employed Judson & Green to 
bring a mandamus suit agai:st the li- 
cense department to compel the issu- 
ance of the license. 


Returns Raised by the Board. 
The license tax rate is 949.70 for each 


$1000 worth of stock carried by the 
wholesale merchants, in addition to the 
license of $1 a thousand on sales. The 
revision beard, which is appointed by 
the City Council deemed the veturns of 
the wholesale drygoodsmen on stock in- 
sufficient. and incrcased them by many 
thousand dollars. The ameunt of their 
sales was not increased. 

The merchants challenge the right of 
the license department to make these in- 
creases, contending that thé city must 
accept the mturns made by the mer- 
chants themselves. They tendered the 
amount of their license taxes due under 
their own returns, which Mr. Alt re- 
fused to accept. 

As the License Board increased the 
returns of many other merchants and 
business men, the decision is expected 
to gs a blow to the city’s revenue. 


gurek That Were Raised. ’ 
The wor Stix Dry Goods Co. made a 


return on stock of $1,021,484 and on sales 
of $11,781,630. The Revision Board in- 
creased the return on stock to $1,531,971. 
If the board’s return had been upheld 
by the court the company would have 
paid $4,952.92 in license taxes more than 
it will have to pay. 

The Carleton Dry Goods Co.’s return 
on stock was increased by the board 
from $766,788, as made by the company, 
to $1,150,182. The company will save $3,- 
718.98 by the Court’s decision: Its re- 
turn on sales of $7,365,012 was not 
changed by the Revision Board. 

The board increased the return of the 
Ely & Walker Dry Goods Co. on stock 
from $1,133,845 to $1,700,768.25 and its sales 
from $10,676,080 to $10,785,939.67. The 
Court’s decision will relieve the company 
from paying an excess of $5,607.98 ia 
license taxes. 

The Hargadine-McKittricklpry Goods 
Co.’s return was increased from $679,- 
749.95 to $994,482. Its sales returns were 
not changed. Its excess taxes under the 
revision would have been $3052.59. 

The Court, in its decision, which was 
unanimous, said: 

We have carefully considered the 
argument that the Legislature by 
the act.of 1895, obviously intended to 
nass & general law providing for 
the equalization of the valuation of 
merchants’ statements and that in 
justice and right it should apply to 
the City of St. Louis as well as to 
any other county in the State, but 
it is axiomatic in this State that the 
authority to tax a citizen must be 
found in the written saws and not 
left to a matter of inference or im- 
plication. — 

We are clearly of the opinion that 
this failure of the Legisiature to pro- 
vide for the equalization of these 
merchants’ valutations affords no 
authority for the action of the re- 
vision board to increase the said 
valuations. The matter is one that 
must be referred to the Legislature 
to correct. This court, in State ex- 
rel. vs. Cummings, 153 Mo., 642, 
Speaking of the ommission of the 
statute relating to boards of equali- 
zation of the power to add property 
ree from the tax payers return, 


“By these (standing provisions) we 
see that the law first appeals to the 
conscience of the property owners 
to furnish an honest list and valua- 
tion of his Property, then it imposes 
& Severe penalty on him if he fails 
to do so, and authorizes and requires 
the assessor under penalty to make 
the assessment under the best in- 
formation he can obtain. If these 
provisions are not “sufficient to ac- 
complish their purpose, it is for. the 
Legislature, and not for the courts, 
to authorize some other method of 
obtaining a correct list of the tax- 
able property in this county.”

Minister Would Have Board to 
Censor Productions in

The Rev. Dr. J. Layton Meuze, pas- 
tor of the Central Presbyterian Church, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday 
that -the attack on Klaw & Erlanger 


and on a certain class of theatrical pro- 
ductions, which formed his Sunday 
morning sermon, was not based on per- 
sonal knowledge gained through play- 
going. 

“TI haven’t attended a theatrical - pro- 
duction for several years,” he said, ‘‘and 
[ have no definite personal impressions 
of the theater. The things I said in 
my sermon were based on what men 
and women have told me, persons who 
attend theaters, and in whose judg- 
ment I have the greatest confidence. 
Some of them are among the city’s 
best-known business men, 

“T did not attack the theater as f 
whole, or advise’-my hearers against at- 
tending plays. I protested against som: 
of the plays whose great success has r¢#. 
sulted from the way they exploit th. 
sex problem, or from,their attempt te 
make imrnorality a subject for laughter 
and light treatment.”’ 

While Dr. Mauze declined to name any 
play specifically, some of his hearers 
got the impression that he had in mind 
‘« Fool There Was,” “‘A Little Brother 
of the Rich,’’ “The Blue Mouse,” and 
the classic dancing of Isadora Duncan, 

Suggests Board of Censors. 

In commenting on his suggestion that 
a board of censors have supervision of 
playhouses, with power to stop plays 
ef whose moral tone they disapproved, 
Dr. Mauze said such a board might 
comprise one business man, one edu- 











cater and one-clergyman,...How “they fT 


would obtain authority to stop perform- 
ances he did not know, but thought an 
enactment could give them such power. 
He ' suggested in his sermon that they 
might be appointed by the Mayor. 

In his sermon, he placed the blame for 
stage conditions chiefly on the heads or 
the Theatrical Trust, mentioning Klaw 
& Erlanger as managers who ‘“bull- 
dozed’’ the local managers and com- 
pelled the acceptance of whatever they 
saw the most profit in. 

He also quoted Charlies M. Burnham, 
president of the Theatrical Managers’ 
Association, as saying that the enter- 
taining power and the financial success 
of the modern theater rests on ‘‘porno- 
graphic attractions” in plays. 

“Under the guise of high art, grew- 
some, shaky, lascivious, unclothed, re- 
volting performances are making a con- 
stant assault upon the moral fabric of 
the,manhood and the womanhood of our 
city,’’ said Dr. Mauze, “It is no longer 
possible to go to the theater even. to 
see the most innocent, the most .gener- 
ally accepted actors and actresses with- 
out having the sex problem thrust upon 
your mind. It too often constitutes the 
warp and woof of the play.” 

You cannot attend the theater of to- 
day with any assurance that during the 
eyening your moral sensibility will not 
be shocked. American writers, drama- 
tists, publishers, managers and all the 


theatrical world who endeavor to obtain 


a hearing from the people seem to have 


} surrendered completely to the slimy Ori- 


ental notion that the public has none 
but the baser instincts. 

“Alas, that decent folk can be found 
to write such lewdness ana vulgar -sug- 
gestiveness! Alas, that any woman 
should be so shameless as to exhibit 
herself in such a dissolute way! Alas, 
that any theatrical manager should be 
so regardless of the Christian religion 
as to stage such performances! Alas, 
alas, strangest of all, that any one bear- 
ing the holy name of the sinless Christ 
should countenance and patronize such 
corruption! 

Accuses the Syndicate. 

The 
mercenary people who control the Amer- 
ican stage would have us believe that | 
the public demands guch shows.

He will deliver. four free lectures in 
St. Louis: on successive nights this 
week, beginning Tuesday, at Henne- 
mann Hall, 3723 Olive street, and will 
attempt te establish a college of new 
thought in this city, students in which, 
after a two months’ course will be in 


possession of those bagatelle secrets, | 


the elixir of life and the philosopher's 
stone, or their equivalents. 

Prof. Knox thinks at present he will 
exist about 10,000 years, but if he has 
not become tired of living at the end 
of that period, he will not depart this 
life even then. 

Rockefeller Only Crude. 

“By concentrating his mind on long- 
evity,” says the professor, “anyone can 
live endlessly. Death is unnecessary 
and the result of ignorance. Rbcke- 
feller, with his crude, untrained mind, 
fixed his thought upon millions and got 
them. My graduates or I, with the 
same concentration, should sueceed even 
better, because of our special educa- 
tion in mental science.’’ . 

Fhe professor is a venerable person, 56 
years old, with -luxuriant, patriarchal 
whiskers. Because he does not conde- 
scend to focus his faculties on milliions, 
as he teaches his students, he sometimes 
passes the plate at his lectures for 
contributions to his college, Bryn Mawr, 
at Seattle, Wash. 

“What about my white hair and 
beard?” continued Prof. Knox. ‘They 
turned white years ago before I mas- 
tered the mystery of immortality..

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Lord Morley of 
Blackburn, Secretary of State for In- 
dia, whose “cpeeches since his elevation 
to the Upper House, have dealt ex- 
clusively with questions concerning In- 
dia, departed from this today 
when, on behalf of the Government, he 
reopened the budget debate.

ZELAYA NOT GETTING READY -

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Denial is 
made by the Nicaraguan legation here 
that President Zelaya is about to leave 
that country as a result of the revolu- 
tion he now faces. The legation says it 
is in daily communication with Managua 
and asserts that the report about Ze- 
laya’s leaving is absolutely false. 

“It is now quite plain to the impar- 
tial public,’’ said Charge  d’Affaires 
Rodriguez today, ‘“‘that the reports giv- 
en to the press by thé revolutionists’ 
agents are, to say the least, gross ex- 
aggerations, The legation has been in 
constant communication with Managua 
by cable, and there is no truth whatso- 
ever in the report that lines had been 
cut in the interior of Nicaragua. 

“There is no truth either in the news 
concerning the capture by the rebels 
of the towns of Chinandega and Fi 
Viejo and the report of executions and 
imprisonments in Managua is absolutely 
without foundation. 

On the centrary; the capital is as calm 
as can be possible under the circum- 
stances, the Congress is holding its or- 
dinary sessions and there is no reason 
to fear disloyalty from the supporters 
of President Zelaya.” 

Senor Rodriguez says that the revo- 
lution is at a standstill. Estrada has 
ix his power the towns of Bluefields, 
Rama and Cabo.

For “The Noble Spaniard’ is of the 
quaint stage pattern to which the play- 
goers of that earlier generation were ac- 
customed.

models of humorous play-making. 
Fun on stilts is what you see in “The

Whereas, the annual hold-up, 
known to St. Loulsans as Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday, is now being 
perpetrated, and, 

Whereas, The money collected 
through this hold-up game goes 0S- 
tensibly to charity, but in reality to 
the building up of a “pay-as-you- 
enter” hospital business; and 

Whereas, Real charity is thus made 
a farce and a joke} therefore, 

Resolved, That, while the Central 
Trades and Labor Union is in sym- 
pathy with any movement that has 
for its end the dispensing of real 
charity, we are opposed to and warn 
our friends against such alleged 
charitable institutions as the St. 
Louis Hospital Saturday and Sun- 
day Association. 

Laber’s Request Heeded. 
Answering this attack, former Gov. 
DL. R. Francis said he was unable to un- 
derstand why it should be made, as the 
recommendation of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union is always sufficient to 


the hospitals participating in the Sat- 
urday and Sunday Hospital fund. 

“The resolution was ill-advised,’’ said 
Gov. Francis. ‘Al) the money collected 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday goes for 
_the subsistence and medical care of the 
poor who are unable to pay for it. The 
money is apportioned among the hospi- 
tals according to the amount of charita- 
ble work they do. 

“Before making such an attack, the 
Central Trades and Labor Union should 
have given the association an opportu- 
nity to state its objects. All religious 
organizations, charitably disposed per- 
sons and those who love their fellow 
men have for 17 years united to get this 
fund. 

“The resolution, I think, was partially 
attributable to the fact that the col- 


the buildings to which they had been 
assigned and went to the streets to s0- 
licit money.

Heavy Contributions Not Favored. 
_“T am at a loss to understand the ani- 
mus of the resolution’ ™“t is not true 
that patients are admitted to hospitals 
only on the recommendations of per- 
sons who contribute $10 or more. Per- 
sons who contribute that amount have 
the privilege of sending a patient to a 
hospital one day for each dollar, but 
only a small amount of the fund is used 
that way. I think less than $3000 was 
applied in that way last year. 

“Persons are admitted to the hospi- 
tals on the recommendation of the pa- 
tient himself, any minister, any repu- 
table citizen, the Provident Associa- 
tion, the Vincent de Paul Association, 
the Y. M. C. A., any commercial ergan- 
ization er the Central Trades and Labor 
Union.”’ 

Statistics prepared by the Saturday 
and Sunday Hospital Association show 
that 3534 patients were treated free in 
the 14 hospitals accepting the benefits 
last year. The average number of 
days of free treatment given to each 
person was 34, making a total ef 119,319 
‘ree days at the hospitals during the 
| year. 

Big Deficit Is Left. 

The total expense of taking care of 
there patients was $ 1,700. Of this 
amount, $44,502 was contr uted by the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Associa- 
tion, leaving a deficit of $85,500 for the 
hospitals to make up themselves. It is 
denied that any “pull” of any kind is 
needed to gain admission to the hos- 
pitals. 

The amount of the collections will not 
be known definitely for several weeks. 
The tag day boxes yielded $22,963.68. Col- 
lections were taken in all the churches 
Sunday, but returns have not been made 
to the association. It is believed the 
church and Sunday-school collections 
will approximate $6000. The Employes’ 
Committee has received $5914, with many 
firms yet to be heard from. The asso- 
ciation is trying to make the collections 


mi reach the $50,000 mark.

Safety Equipments for Mines. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I would suggest for all coal mines to have three- 
inch holes drilled about one hundred feet apart, with 
two-inch heavy galvanized iron pipes inserted in each 
hole, with one-inch branches running horizontal in 
each level, or working room, with branches distrib- 
uted where needed, with a gate valve inserted in 
each branch, to be closed when not in use. These 
two-inch pipes end horizontal one-inch connections 
and branch openings could be used for speaking 
tubes to enable the miners to speak to the people 
above and tell them how they are situated and what 
they need most. If fresh air is needed, connect the 
end of the two-inch pipe above the ground with an 
air Yan and fill the chamber where the men would 
be with fresh air.

Cahokia sounds pretty good to me, as, so far as ! 
am able to learn, there is but one place of that name 
in North America; a little place about two miles 
from the edge of town If we change our name to 
Cahokia we will. soon be the only Cahokia in the 
country, as we will before long absorb the little vil- 
lage now known by that name. Again, there ig Ca- 
hokia Mound, not so well known here as in Europe, 
which suggests the name as appropriate to this lo- 
cality. 

St. Clair will not, in my opinion, do at all, as there 
are already 10 places of that name besides two by 
the name of St. Clairville and five Sinclairs, not 
counting Sinclairville, N. Y. One of these is in Illi- 
nois. Another thing, imagine an envelope addressed: 
“St. Clair avenue, St. Clair, St. Clair County, Tl.” 
Looks a little as if we were overdoing it, don’t it? 

I have taken the number of names as given above 
from, the Official Guide of Railways. No doubt, if 
one to examine the Postal Guide they would 
find’even more St. Clairs, as is a very cOmmon name. 
Each piece of mail or express that is missent to 
St. Louis tis delayed about twelve hours. Accord- 
ing to Judge Messick’s statement fn the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, there is an average of 260 pieces of mail 
received daily, addressed to East St. Louis, Mo. This 
would mean a total delay of 3000 hours or 1% days 
of 24 hours each every day. -This doesn’t include ex- 
press or freight shipments, of which there are 
many.

Generally Agreed That Modifi- 
cation in Game Should Be 
Made at Meeting. 





HE great flumber of serious ac- | 
Ty cidents and fatalities which 
marred the football season of 1909 
has caused a great hue and cry for re- 
forms, in the game. Of course, the 
whole subject Is up to the Rules Com- 
mittee, which meets {in New York next 
month, and although many opinions and 
suggestions have been made toward 
modifying the game in order to lessen 
the chances of accidents, there seems 
to be a general desire on the part of 
éxperts not to anticipate the rule mak- 
ers. Walter Camp declined to make any 
comment on the question of change of 
football rules except to say that un- 
doubtly some action would be taken at 
the next meeting of the Rules Commit- 
tee. 

The opinions of many experts follow: 

COACH DANIEL A. REED of Cornell, 
who had charge of the linemen all fall, 
and who, while in the university, was a 
star guard, says the so-called outcry 
against mass play is misleading and 
not to the point. He states that more 
injuries have occurred since the open 
play was instituted than before. While 
in mass play, under the old rules, ill- 
trained and poor-conditioned men were 
hurt, there was no such chance for 
the sharp and head-on collision of bodies 
the new game affords. In other words, 
he believes that a mistake was made in 
revising the game to make it open, as 
far as injuries were concerned. He 
said he had been through the old-style 
football, and knew the dangers and the 
chances for accident. The mass play 
Was not as dangerous as the open foot- 
ball, he said. 

Expert opinion at Itnaca seems to be 
that if any changes are made at all 
they might be in the forward pass pen- 
alties, and in making the distance 
greater for four downs. That would 
compel open play, if that is what is 
wanted, but Reed says it is more dan- 
gerous than the old style. 

Staxg Suggests Changes. 

A, A. STAGG, CHICAGO UNIVERSI- 
TY COACH: As it looks to me, the 
ways of remedying the rules may be 
approached as follows: 1. Allowing two 
chances to make 10 yards, or, increas- 
ing the distance to 15 yards and giving 
a team three chances, as Walter Camp 
has suggested. In this way forward 
passing will be encouraged by making 
the use of the play more often neces- 
rer 2.

The door of the Benfield 
house opened and Benn _ came stagger- 
ing out onto the porch. Another shot 
and he tumbled down the stairs head- 
foremost into the garden.

As Benn rose on 
his elbow th> girl fired another shot.

CATTLEMEN FIGHT DUEL OVER 
SOCIAL SLIGHT, BOTH KILLED 


New Mexicans Quarrel After One 
Failed to Invite Other’s . 


Wife to Wedding. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Nov. 23.— 
News of a Thanksgiving dew duel at 
Fairview, N. M., in which both partici- 
pants were killed, has just reached here. 

James B, Taylor, a well-known cat- 
tleman and foreman of the United 
States. Treasury mine in Zlerra County,
